GUIDE TO BRITISH 


Southern Leaders Had Superior 
Tactics, Says English Officer. 


THEIR METHODS ADOPTED, 


War Correspondents Frequently Refer 


to Great American Civil War In De- 
scribing Present Day Struggles—Wis- 
dom of Following Southerners' Ex- 
ample Is Demonstrated. 


London.—There is nothing more no 


tie-cable in the writings by the present 
Briush war correspondents than the 
frequent references to tlie American 
civil war and the tactics employed by 
toe great leaders who directed it par 
ticularly Itobert EL Lee and "Stone- 
wall" Jackson. 


British officers always hare paid es- 


pecia: attention to the American civil 
war. but according to well informed 
military men it was the battles of the 
Franco-Prussian war which were con 
si'lered best to repay study by British 
soldiers until the publication, about 6f 
teen years ago, of "Stonewall Jackson 
and the American Civil War." by the 
late Colonel G. E. R. Henderson of the 
British artny, with an introduction by 
Field Marshal Viscount Wolseley 


The two volumes of this work are 


quup famili.tr in the army cramming 
schools of London. It is studied closely 
by officers of all ranks, as is shown in 
the following estimation of its effects 
ou British tactics, which was recently 
yiven in an interview by Colonel \Vil 
louyhby Werner, late of the Rifle bri- 
gade, a fellow professor at Sandhurst 
of Colonel Henderson and later on the 
headquarters staff during the Boer war: 


"I know Colonel Henderson well, and 


for the three years prior to the Boer 
war \ve were both professors at Sand 
hurst, he of military history at the 
Staff college and 1 of military topog 
raphy and unrounaiRsance. 


"\Ve often discussed questions ot 


troop leading and the best way of 
handling men under modern rifle tire. 
Before this., loi many years, it hud 
beeu the system of our staff college 
to accept the methods of the German 
armies in the war of 1S70 as the be- 
ginum!; and end of all modern tactics 
I had been audacious enough, when a 
student at the Staff college in 18S2. 
to disbelieve this, and then had found 
few supporters 
So I was delighted 


when one day Colonel Hender.son told 
me that he had formed very similar 
opinions, adding that he believed there 
was infinitely more to be learned from 
the great ch il war in America than 
from the Franco-Prussian war. and 
Colonel Deuderbou spoke from an un 
rivalled knowledge and close study of 
the campaigns in the United States 


"The accuracy of denderson s views 


was demonstrated ou many occasions 
durmi; the I'.oer war. with the result 
that the whole of our British infantry 
since has adopted methods for devel 
ojiing ritip Ure and of extended forma 
tlous whereby the greatest possible 
amount of protection is obtained for 
those engaged in the firing line, com 
bined with the maximum tire effect. 
which win the ba«i<* "like of the light 
division work in the Peninsular and of 
much of the successful fighting in the 
American civil war. 


"According to all accounts, the Ger 


mans today adhere to their dense for 
mations In the attack, as In US70. and 
it Is notorious how their attacks have 
been consistently mot and repulsed 
our British soldiers, lighting on more 
Intelligent lines. The relative amount 
of execution thus attained will be 
known accurately only when the losse 
on both sides are reckoned up (officers 
at the front assert that It Is as much ns» 
eight to ouei but It can be said safely 
that, save when overwhelmed by nutn 
ben. the Itrlllsh methods have proved 
their superiority over those of Gar 
ninny 


"It Is no exaggeration to sny that 


Colonel Henderson's book la viewed by 
nil educnted British olllcers as one of 
the very IInest works on military art 


"In his own autobiography he writes 


•Henderson s delightful and tnntructlvi

War Correspondent* Frequently Refer 
to Great American Civil War In De< 
scribing Present Day Struggle*—Wi* 
dom of Following Southerner** Ex* 
ample I* Demonstrated. 


London.—There la nothing more no 
ticcabie In the writings by the present 
British war correspondent* than the 
frequent references to the American 
civil war and the tactic* employed by 
the great leaders who directed It par 
tlcularly Robert E. Lee and “Stone* 
wall“ Jackson. 


British officers always have paid e* 
pedal attention to the American civil 
war. but according to well Informed 
military men it was the battles of the 
Franco-Prussian war which were con 
side red best to repay study by British 
soldiers until the publication, about fit 
teen years ago, of “Stonewall .Jackson 
and the American Civil War,“ by the 
late Colonel G. K. it Henderson of the 
British army, with an introduction by 
Field Marshal Viscount Wolseiey 
The two volumes of this work are 
quite familiar In the army crammlu 
schools of Loudon. It is studied closely 
by otlicers of all ranks, as Is shown In 
the following estimation of its effects 
on British tactics, which was recently 
given in an interview by Colonel WII 
loughby Werner, late of the Rifle brl 
gade, a fellow professor at Sandhurst 
of Colonel Henderson and later on the 
headquarters staff during the Boer war: 
“I know Colonel Henderson welU and 
for the three years prior to the Boer 
war we were both professors at Sand 
hurst, he of military history at tlie 
Staff college and 1 of military topog 
raphy aud reconnaissance.

The religious aspect of the mistle- 


toe tradition, which had its origin in 
the Druidical rites and the gathering 
of it by the archdruid with his gold- 
en sickle, merged later into a purely 
social symbol, and the idea of simple 
hospitality developed into one of mer- 
rymaking and a somewhat riotous en- 
tertainment. 


The kiss of the Scandinavian god-

Chicago.—I have just returned from 


Montdidier, 15 kilometers (nine miles) 
east of Roye, writes Gabriel Delagarde 
to the Chicago Daily News. I gleaned 
there information which tends to show 
that, while discipline is severely main- 
tained by the German military au- 
thorities in the larger communities, 
the uhlans and scattered outposts in 
the country districts have committed 
outrages. I shall give one story illus- 
trating each phase of this situation.

came and lodged, at the farm there 
was no able-bodied man to protect the 
women. 
The uhlans ate and drank 


heartily, then began to make remarks 
which frightened the mother, who ran 
to hide in the cellar, where she had 
already concealed her two daughters. 


Presently the uhlans began to search 


the house. One came down the first 
steps to the cellar and shouted in 
French: 


"See here, madame, were there no 


woman 
domestics 
on this 
farm? 


Where are they?" 


Terrified, the daughters crouched 


behind a large barrel. 
Seeing only 


the mother the uhlan disappeared and 
all went away.

an entirely pagan symbol and refused 
to allow it to participate with the 
Hly and the evergreen in the Yuletide 
decorations. 


There is an ancient belief that the 
mistletoe was the tree from which the 
holy cross was hewn and that after 
this was made the plant withered and 
ever afterward became a mere para^ 
«itic growth, clinging for support to 
other and sturdier trees. 


Other stories, however, credit Jt 
with divine gifts in the healing of dis­ 
eases and the expulsion of evil spirits. 


Ham, the high priest of the Celts, re­ 
ceived in a dream the intimation that 
by means of the plant he would be 
enabled to wave his people from the 
plague which was decimating them. 
To celebrate their delivery he insti­ 
tuted the feast of Noel (new health), 
a midwinter holiday, which has come 
to be considered coincident with the 
new year. 


In many parts of the United King­ 
dom the silver berries and the gray- 
green leaves of the mistletoe arc* 
looked upon as anything but an em­ 
blem of good cheer; on the contrary, 
the plant is regarded with dread as be­ 
ing the bringer of ill luck and the sign 
of ill omen. 
TIjJb superstition exists 
both in Devonshire and in Ireland, 
and, strange to say, in neither of these 
places does the plant flourish, owing, 
report ha« it, to the fact that both 
incurred the displeasure of the Druids 
and were in consequence cursed in 
such a way that their soil became in­ 
capable 
of 
nourishing 
the 
aacrcd 
growth. 


Jn 
the sixth book of Aeneid a 
lengthy description of the mistletoe 
is given by Virgil, who makes the 
Sybil describe to his hero the exact 
spot in haden where he will find it 
growing. 
There is little doubt that 
the strange ethereal appearance ot 
the little opaque berry is largely re­ 
sponsible lor the mystic character Jt 
has enjoyed among the people of di­ 
vers nations from tfc# earliest feistor* 
leal tines. 


Chicago.—I have Just returned from 
Montdidler, 15 kilometers (nine miles) 
east of Roye, writes Gabriel Delagarde 
to thé Chicago Daily News. I gleaned 
there information which tends to show 
that, while discipline is severely main­ 
tained by the German military au­ 
thorities in the larger communities, 
the uhlans and scattered outposts in 
the country districts have committed 
outrages. I shall give one story illus­ 
trating each phase of this situation. 


When the Gormans reached Com- 
piegne they found the city almost 
empty of able-bodied men, there being 
only women, children and aged per­ 
sons. 
There were some cases of pil­ 
lage, but, generally speaking, the in­ 
vaders conducted themselves well. 


Two Houra to Kill Himself. 


One Saxon, however, billeted on a 
house where there was a defenseless 
young woman, began to court her as­ 
siduously. When she resisted his ad­ 
vances he attacked her. She succeed­ 
ed in escaping and went at once to 
complain to the commanding officer. 
The latter accompanied her to the 
house, where he saw the furniture 
orerturned and every evidence of a 
violent struggle. 
The officer turned 
sternly to the soldier and said: 


“I give you Just two hours in which 
to kill yourself. 
If you are not dead 
in two hours you will be shot/* 


A barricade had been erected in the 
street. 
The soldier went behind the 
barricade, fired a revolver bullet into 
his own head and was burled without 
ceremony that evening. 


While in Montdidier I went, accom­ 
panied by a soldier, to interview a 
young woman whose parents own a 
large farm close to a village near 
Itoye, 
She is tw'enty-five years old 
and has a sister twenty-four. 
Her fa­ 
ther is old and bent and her mother is 
about fifty. 
She has no brothers and 


all the man employees are in the 
army. 


Thus when about a dor.cn uhlans 
came and lodged at the farm there 
was no able-bodied man to protect the 
women. 
The uhlans ate and drank 
heartily, then began to make remarks 
which frightened the mother, who ran 
to hide in the cellar, where she had 
already concealed her two daughters. 


Presently the uhlans began to search 
the house. 
One came down the first 
steps to the cellar and shouted In 
French: 


“See here, madame, were there no 
woman 
domestics 
on 
this 
farm? 
Where are they?” 


Terrified, the daughters crouched 
behind a large barrel. 
Seeing only 
the mother the uhlan disappeared and 
all went away. 


Nothing is more remarkable than 
the simplicity with which the coun­ 
try people relate their terrible expe­ 
riences. 
They utter no exclamations 
of horror or dread, and one feels that 
they are Incapable of Inventing the 
details. 
They merely tell what they 
have seen or heard in the same quiet 
tone with which you might remark 
that you had a mutton chop for lunch­ 
eon. 


AIRMAN FOILS DOUBLE DEATH 


Chops Away Caught Bomb Front Aero­ 
plane Despite $torm 
of Lead. 


Northern 
France.—A 
remarkable 
feat has earned distinction for the 
commander of a dirigible who was 
sent dut to destroy with bombs a rail 


way junction occupied by the Ger­ 
mans. 
Descending tow after evading 
the enemy’s searchlights, tho dirigible 
dropped three bombs in rapid succes­ 
sion, but the fourth, after its mechan­ 
ism had been set going, failed to slide 
from its tube. 
The dirigible was in 
danger of being blown to pieces by its 
own bomb. 


However, 
the 
commander boldly 
climbed out on the framework with an 
ax in his hand.

Most of tho French and 
German regiments carry theJr colors 
with them, and there have been sev* 
eral desperate fights for these silken 
trojdiies, tho fiercest recorded being 
that for tho standard of the Sixth 
Pomeranian 
regiment, 
which 
now 
hangs in the chapel of the Invalides 
for tho inspection of French sight­ 
seers. The story of Its capture is told 
by a French dragoon whose regiment 
brought back the trophy. 
1 


“Under a heavy shell fire/1 he said, 
“our guns supporting the dragoons bad 
to move to another position, and the , 
enemy, thinking that wo were Jn re­ 
treat, hurried their advance, the Sixth 
Pomeranians coming up at the double. 
Suddenly threo large shrapnel shells 
from I heir own guns burst over the 
regiment, doing terrible execution and 
throwing the whole column into con­ 
fusion. 


“Jt was the right moment for us, 
and the dragoons charged home with 
lances. 
Tho Germans rallied and 
formed into a square, but the volleys 
they fired were not sufficient to break 
the charge, and we rode over them 
Trampled on by the horses, sabered 
and transfixed by the lances, the Ger­ 
mans /led in wild confusion. 


“One JitlJe group, however, was ral­ 
lied by its officers near a small copse. 
We did not realize the motive of their 
resistance until we caught sight,of a 
gold and purple fiug fiutterlng in the 
breeze. They had rallied to save their 
flag. 
We rode up to them and shouted 
a demand for surrender, but the only 
reply was a volley which sent 20 
horses cantering riderless back to our 
lines. 
Our officers ordered a charge 
in scattering formation, and the gal­ 
lant little group was ridden down. 


"The Hag fell from tho hands of a 
German captain who had received a 


terrible saber gash across the head. 
It disappeared for a moment in a tur­ 
moil of horses and struggling men, 
and then we sawf it again waved de­ 
fiantly by a German sergeant, who 
with three other men fought them-' 
selves free. 
They retreated shoulder 
to shoulder a few yards, and then, 
with his ba6k to a tree, the old ser­ 
geant was left alone with the flag. 
But he sank to the ground a moment 
later, his chest transfixed by a lance. 
He was a brave man. 


“When we brought tho fiag back we 
saw in golden letters across Its torn 
and blood-stained folds the words, 
‘Champlgny 1871/ ”

I am trying to point out to the boys 
the folly of cards and booze and bad 
company." 


The story of Bob Burton's 
life 


reads like" a romance. 


His real name was A. A. Griffin. 


He assumed an alias iu his bandit 
days and is still known as Burton. 
His father was the editor of the coun- 
ty seat paper at Troy, Ala. 


v Burton decided to run away. 
He 


robbed the post office at Troy to get 
uioney and instead received a sen- 
fence of three years. 


Begins Career of Crime. 


With that sentence his career of 


crime began. 
During the following 


35 years he served time in 15 prisons, 
was twice sentenced to death and 
was a fugitive from justice in nearly 
every western state. 


He was no dilettante. 
He robbed 


post offices, held up stages, burglar- 
ized and 
robbed 
Individuals. 
He 


served two years in federal prison 
for robbing a post office at Montgom- 
ery, Ala.; two years in a Texas pris-

The man 
threatened to kill him and Burton 
shot him dead. He was convicted of 
first degree murder and sentenced to 
be hanged. 


Through the efforts of his attorney, 


John S. Dean, he got off with a 
21-year sentence. 
Gov. E. W. Hoch, 


who knew him at Marion, commuted 
the sentence to ten years and Gov. 
Roscoe Stubba pardoned him in 1910. 
In 1912 he was married and located 
at flutchinson. 


In Hutchlnson he lived quietly, his 


former career of outlawry being un- 
known. 
Kut he became dissatisfied. 


At a gospel meeting when :'>,000 men 
were gathered in Convention -all, 
Burton took th.p stand. 
He told the

ted he wan a fugitive from justice 
and was living under an assumed 
name.

The addi- 
tion of one chopped pep- 
per to a dish of hash 


makes a common dish quite another 
affair. 
A spoonful of chopped pepper 


added to beau soup gives it an added 
flavor. 


A most attractive and tasty salad 


may be made of stewed, strained and 
seasoned tomatoes which is stiffened 
with gelatin. Line the mold with 
rounds of green pepper and pour in 
the tomato carefully. 


Peppers scalded and chopped then 


sprinkled over lettuce make a good 
salad with French dressing. 


Stuffed peppers are at their best. 


Take large, well-shaped peppers for 
stuffing. Cut off the tips and carefully 
remove the seeds and veins, parboil 
for five minutes and they are ready 
for any kind of stuflBng desired.

chopped, or sausage, in fact, almost 
any tasty combination of meat and 
vegetable is good baked in a pepper 
shell. 


Creamed codfish, creamed potatoes,

A good pepper relish la 
prepared by using chopped cucumber, 
onion and green tomato with equal 
parts of chopped red pepper, salted 
and covered with boiling vinegar. If 
liked quite hot add grated horseradish. 


Use chopped pepper in croquettes 


and notice how much more tasty they 
are. 


To Can Green or Red Peppers.—Be- 


gin at the stem and cut the peppers 
round and round in thin strips. Cover 
with boiling water and let stand five 
minutes, remove them and plunge into 
ice water, drain after ten minutes 
and pack solidly into jars. 
Boil a 


quart of vinegar with two cupfuls of 
sugar for ten minutes, then pour this 
over the peppers. This will cover a 
peck of peppers if well packed in the 
jars. Keep in a cool place. 


DfFFERENT WAYS WITH FISH. 


The delightful fish pudding which 


our Norwegian cooks/make is a little 


tedious to prepare, but is 
most toothsome to eat. 
Take boned and flaked 
haddock, put it into a 
bowl or wooden mortar 
ant* Bound st until it is 
so fme tliat tne h'ber is 
all broken, then salt 
and

of mace. Then add butter, fish stock 
and thin cream until It is of the con- 
latency of thin batter 
It is then put 


to steam two and a half hours in a 
well buttered mold. Serve with drawn 
butter sauce. 


Boiled Fish.—Drop the cleaned fish 


into boiling salted water with a table- 
spoonful of vinegar, a few whole black 
peppers and cover the kettle tightly. 
Do not cook until the fish falls from 
the bones, but until the end of the tall 
cracks easily when broken. 
Serve 


with drawn butter sauce. 


Baked Salmon.—Clean a four-pound 


salmon and fill with the following 
dressing: 
half a 
cupful 
of finely 


chopped apple, a cupful 
of bread 


crumbs, a little chopped parsley, onion, 
salt and pepper and a beaten 
egg. 


Wrap in oiled paper and baste the pa- 
per often while baking to keep it 
moist. Serve with Iqmon and parsley. 


Cod en Casserole.—Prepare inch- 


thick slices of fish, wipe dry with a 
soft cloth. Dot the bottom of the cas- 
serole with butter and lay in the slices 
of fish. Dust lightly with flour, salt 
and pepper, dot with butter and re- 
peat as before. When all the fish is 
used pour over it half a cupful of wa- 
ter or fish stock, a third of a cupful 
Icmou juice and a bit of the rind. Add 
finely chopped parsley and a little 
onion 
Put on the cover and bake un- 


til tender. 


Fried Fish.—Cut the slices about 


three-quarters of an Inch thick, wipe 
them dry with a cloth, sift a little 
flour over each slice, dust with pepper 
and salt and fry in plenty of butter 
until a delicate brown. Servo with 
brown drawn butter sauce.

In Hutchinson ho lived quietly, his 
former career of outlawry being un­ 
known. 
Hut he became dissatisfied. 
At a guspel meeting when 3,000 men 
were gathered in Conversion iialV 
Burton took the stand. 
He told the 
story of his checkered career, admit­ 
ted he was a fugitive from justico 
aud was living under an assumed 
name. 


A few days later a complete par­ 
don came from tho governor of Texas. 


And since then Burton is devoting 
his time to gospel team 
worit and 
lighting the dime novel.
